The bodies of the victims were so 
mutilated that none has been iden 
tified by this afternoon. The num 
ber of injured was estimated at 
forty 

The collision resulted from a deloy 


fn getting a freight train off the 
main line to a siding. First there 
was a collision between an express 
train and a freight and then a third 
train running on a parallel track 
crashed inte the wreckage of the 
two other trains. 


To add to the borror of the crash, 
fire followed from gascline and oil 
— on one of the freight trains.

Huge Floating 
Dry Dock Now 


At Singapore 


SINGAPORE, Straits Settlement, 
Oct. 13.—After a four months’ voy 
age from England, the first portion 
of the huge floating dock for the 
new British naval base arrived this 
morning.. It completed a journey of 
8,000 miles by way of the Suez 
canal, 


The Singapore dock, when com- 
pleted, will be the largest floating 
drydock in the world, and large 
enough to hold any British warship, 
weighs 50,000 tons and contains 
20,000 tons of steel. It cost $60 
000,000 

The contract for completing the 
dockyard was awarded on Septembe: 
27 and calied for the finishing of the 
work by 1933. It is estimate that 
the naval part of the project will 
cost $37,500,000.

D. S. Parkes 
Cadman hes resigned the pastorate of 
Central Congregational Church 
Brooklyn. to accept the above-men- 
tioned ministry on the air.

LUTHERANS T0 
STOUTLY GUARD 
MARRIAGE LAWS 


Will Take Up Cudgels to 
Combat Divorce Law 
Abuse 


NEW YORK, Oct. 13.—The United 
Lutheran church in America will take 
up the cudgels in defense of the stabil- 
ity of the family and the integrity of 
marriage and to combat the abuse of 
divorce laws if the coming convention 
of that church adopts a campaign 
program prepared by its committee on 
moral and social welfare 

This committee has not merely pro 
tested against the disseminstion of 
radical ideas which, it contends, is 
fostering the disruption of American 
families, but it proposes to do some- 
thing about it through a campaign vo 
education, impressing upon Lutheran 
ministers their duty to safeguard their 
people from “the pernicious influenc: 
of the low standards which now pre- 
vail so generally.” 

The Lutherans feel that the time 
hes come when it is necessary to rally 
the forces of religion in defense of the 
American home, and they have drawn 
up a plan of action within their owr 
church. This method was evolved 
from an effort by the Lutheraus to 
define their position on marriage and 
divorce which encountered a stum- 
bling block at their last biennia) con- 
vention owing to the attempt of r 
committee to make pronouncement foi 
the church on the subject of birt) 
control

Preparation for winter moans fs 
much overhauling of the working parts 
of the automobiles as does the pre- 
liminary work for a touring s@ason at 
the beginning of the year.

Winter time means an excessive use 


of gasoline, with danger of diluting 
the oil in the crankcase and so in-| 
juring the motor. Toe avoid this, | 


therefore, there are certain precautions | 
be taken now

The chief precaution is cleanliness 
If the excess water and Girt that has 
accumulated in the gas and vacuum 
tanks, the carburetor bowl and in the 
air, ofl and fuel cleaners, is drained 
off, the motor has a fresh start for 
the winter 

All these ars simple operations 
There are drain cocks for both fuel 
and vacuum tanks, through which the 
water and dirt that are inevitable in 
fuel may be drained. In the same 
way, the little water or dirt that may 
have settled in the bottom of the car- 
buretor bowl can be drained. and the 
needle valve in the carburetor cleaned 
out 

The cleaner attachments to the

Oil dilution is common in winter 
because the carburetor has to be ad- 
justed for a much richer mixture than 
is needed in summer and because the 
choke is used more often. If, however 
the choke is used too much even in 
winter, there is the liability of flood- 
ing the cylinders, when the utmost 
precautions couldn't prevent the seep- 
age of this overflow fuel into the 
crankcase. 

Driving in cold weather, therefore, 
requires much greater ingenuity than 
does summer driving.
